ERS INTERESTING SUNDAY 


NIGHT SERMON. 


Saint Mary's Church, corner of Eighth 


and Jefferson streets, was_ filled to the 
doors again last night to listen to the 
very magnetic and eloQUent young divine; 
Rev. Father Francis Harvey, of the Men- 
lo Park 
Theological Seminary, 
who 


preached tho third sermon of his Lent- 
en course. The subject was: "Growth 
in Sin," and the preacher said, among 
many other things: 
"It Is very difficult for us to admit 
that we can grow worse as we grow 
older. We are accustomed to make this 
charge against others, saying that man 
necessarily becomes the slave of habit, . 
and the like, but when it is brought homa 
to ourselves that we have altered for I 
the worse we refuse to believe It. wo I 
claim that our circumstances may alter 
and cause us to act in this or that spe- 
cial manner, but wo are very eure that | 
all the virtue, patience, charity, and jus- , 
Uce that •* e ever had arc still in our, 
possession, that they are. in fact, part | 
of our nature like our souls themsenes. : 
"We must remember that each of us ' 
has certain faults that are natural to 
him; different persons 
with 
different 
faults. When we say that a man's char- 
acter becomes averse we mean that these 
faults have grown stronger and 
have 
produced other faults1 like unto them- , 
selves. 
And the way in which 
these i 
faults grow Is extremely simple: It Is 
merely by repeating the faulty action or 
humor, time after time. If we do the 
same thing again and again 
the evil 
temper j^alns more and more control of 
us, for it Is the nature of habit 
\p 
strengthen by repttttlon. 
"We must bear in mind that the seeds 
of sin are In our hearts 
as 
noisome 
•needs are In the soil, and that without 
constant watchfulness and care they will 
spring Into life and transform the heart 
irom a garden of the Lord to a weed 
patch of hell. 'A good man out of the 
good treasure of the heart bringeth forth 
good fruit.' says the Holy Scripture, 'and 
an evil man. out of the eiil treasure, 
bringeth forth evil things." Everywhere 
the Scriptures tell us that men do grow , 
worse and worse out of themselves, and 
therefore it is that we reap tho wages 
of sin. because It ls_our own sin: the 
sin which we ha^e nurtured, 
the sin 
which we have cherished. 'Be not de- 
ceived; God la not mocked; for whatso- 
ever a man soweth, that also shall he 
reap. For he that soweth to his flesh, 
of his flesh shall reap corruption; but he 
that soweth to the spirit, shall of the 
spirit reap life everlasting.' 
"There Is a very striking Instance re- 
lated In the Fourth Book of Kings. When 
Hazae! was sent by King Benhadad to 
question the Prophet Hllsha, the latter 
wept 
bitterly. Hazael 
asked. 
'Why 
weepeth, my Lord?' 
'Because 1 know 
the evil that thou wilt one day do unto 
the children of Israel'—and he pictured 
the pillage, the burnings, the slaughter, 
and all the savage cruelties, which the 
young man would visit upon the Israel- 
ites when he should have Inherited the 
throne of Benhadad. Hazael was hor- 
rified at this plain statement of his fu- 
ture crimes, and exclaimed. 'Is thy 
servant a. dog. that he should do these 
great things?' Time passed. The seeds 
of vice, of pride, avarice, hate and lust, 
which the eye of the Prophet had noted, 
grow unchecked. Hazael knew not that 
he had altered; thought that only his 
circumstances had changed; save his 
vices fair names—and the sequel shows 
Hazae! with the blood of murder on his 
hands, and the tyrant's Infamy upon his 
grave."

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TARIFF DISPUTE 


HAS COLLAPSED 


LANDSLIDE CAUSES WRECK 


AND MENACES LIVES 


Crew of Southern Pacific Engine 


Have Narrow Escape From 


Being Killed. 


BET/GRADE, March 19.—The Aus- 


trian-Servian tariff dispute has Col- 
lapsed. 
Orders. have been Issued to 


admit from today all Austrian merch- 
andise Into Servla on the same condi- 
tions which prevailed before the tar- 
iff war. 


Relations between Austria and Ser- 
vla had been strained for a long time 


Hundreds of tons of dirt, stories and 


trees tore down the mountain side 
Just out of Tormey, Contra Costa 
County, last Saturday afternoon, and 
crashing 
Into engine No. 1639, In 
charge <t Engineei C. Dyer and Fire- 
man T. W. LrUndach, overturned it 
and burled It .beneath the debris. The 
engineer and fireman were attracted 
by the noise of the avalanche, which 
could be heard above the rattle of 
the engine. 
It was too late to stop 


the engine, as It was driving directly 
into the sliding mass of earth and 
stones. 
Both men Jumped for their 
lives. 


The throttle was reversed, and as 


the locomotive rushed Into the land- 
slide an immense boulder, which was 
afterward found to measure eight feet 
In diameter, crashed 
Into tho pilot 


where but a few seconds before two 
human lives were In danger. Tho pi- 
lot was demolished and the oncoming 
mass quickly covered 
th« 
helpless 


engine. Neither the engineer nor fire- 
man were hurt 
beyond 
a 
few 


scratches. 
As soon as the news of the wreck- 


ed engine was received at the "West 
Oakland yards, engine No. 1710 was 
sent to the rescue. The burled loco- 
motive is absolutely new. and 
has 
j»st been turned out of the shops at 
Sacramento. Just how much damage 
was done will not be known until the 
engine Is hauled to the shops for In- 
spection.

Whitaker Again Tells Graft. 


From his coign of vantage in the pulpit, Rev. Robert Whitaker 


has returned his charges of graft in the 
municipal 
government, 


partly in self vindication and partly to reaffirm the statements he 
has failed to substantiate. His statements this time possess all the 
vagueness which has heretofore distinguished his utterances. 
He 


declines to particularize as to person, place, time or method, and 
cites an anonymous authority for his accusations. 


-Air. Whitaker says, in effect, that he will not impart the in- 


formation he possesses to the Grand Jury, because he cannot trust 
that body. On the authority of an unnamed "honest politician," he 
alleges that the Grand Jury will merely do what the District At- 
torney tells them, and that the District Attorney is "a good fellow 
who owes his election to the boys." Mr. Whitaker has previously 
told the Mayor, the City Attorney and the Council that he cannot 
trust them. He will not reveal the sources of his alleged informa- 
tion, on the ground that it was imparted to him in confidence in his 
clerical capacity. 


The good man declares that the newspaper managers do not 


want "the grafting exposed, yet he quotes the statements of "the 
editor of one of our local papers," name not given, to substantiate 
his own charges. Finding that the press, the Grand Jury, the Dis- 
trict Attorney and the city officials as a body, are untrustworthy 
if not in actual sympathy with graft, the good man is forced to 
refrain from telling who are grafting and how the jrraftine is 
accomplished. 


He charges that six or seven of the highest salaried officials in 


the City Hall habitually neglect their official duties, but he fails to 
specify the recreants. He contents himself with throwing mud 
indiscriminately at the entire municipal administration. He will 
not name the alleged guilty parties, he will not name his witnesses 
he will not state the character of his proof, nor give any informa- 
tion that will enable his charges to be sifted and his accusations put 
to a test. 
In effect, he demands that the city officials 
plead to 


charges ^vhich are neither verified nor specified, and they them- 
selves, furnish 
their own testimony to convict themselves. Or 


give him some money and allow him to name a committee of his 
own to try them. Rev. Whitaker's mental processes are as peculiar 
as his interpretation of the commandment which forbids 
bearing 


false witness. 
He quotes the statements of an anonymous 
poli- 


tician, whom he declares honest, in terms that imply that men who 
engage in politics are as a class dishonest. 


Now a large proportion of the men holding responsible office 


under the city government are not politicians in the sense the word 
is usually understood. They do not make politics a profession, but 
are business or professional men still engaged in their regular pur- 
suits. Two of the Councilmen are working mechanics, one is a 
lawyer and several others are reputable business men. 


It would be instructive if Mr. Whitaker's "honest politician" 


could be stood up alongside the city officials so that the people 
could look at him and draw whatever comparison suggests itself 
In that case, the public could then probably understand why he hides'

ber of eminent lawyers, yet it is the lawyers who disagree. Spooner, 
Dolliver, Knox, Pettus, Morgan, Bacon, Teller, Patterson, Rayner, 
Bailey and Foraker are all men who rank high in the legal pro- 
fession. These men are not divided into two groups, 
but are 


broken into three or four. How, then, is a layman to determine 
what the lawyers themselves cannot agree upon? Even supporters 
of the Hepburn bill, like Knox and Rayner, say it is unconstitu- 
tional in its present form. Foraker and others declare any attempt 
to circumscribe or limit the equity jurisdiction of the courts will be 
nugatory. 
Bailey holds that Congress has the power to limit such 


;unsdiction, but insists that the limitations shall be explicit and 
denned. Senator Morgan is equally positive that this cannot 
be 


done without invading the constitutional prerogatives of the judicial 
branch of the government. 
So it seems that the lawyers, whether 


friends or enemies of rate regulation, are attacking the bill from all 
sides.

of a man of seventy-six years of age. 


The General takes no exercise except on the platform; then he 


speaks with every muscle of his body. He rises at 3, prepares and 
drinks a strong cup of tea and sits down to the labors of the day 
He has no desk, and writes with a quill pen and in a small, firm 
rapid hand. 


No change in the religious body of which he is the head can pro- 


ceed without his consent, and as he is ever planning new schemes 
and enters into the most trifling details and is in constant communi- 
cation with persons all over the world, what he has to do is con- 
siderable. 


At 8 o'clock he breakfasts. 
Before this hour the early train 


has brought several officers with papers for his signature or requests 
for instructions. Immediately after breakfast, which lasts twentv 
minutes, the scanty household is summoned to prayers. 


Work is resumed immediately and lasts till the midday dinner 


which is as simple as the tea and egg breakfast. General Booth 
exists almost entirely on vegetarian fare. He never has a second 
course, allows himself fifteen minutes for the meal, and reads while 
he eats, unless a visitor is present. 
After dinner he takes a short 


nap, and for the rest of the day continues his writing and issuing 
of orders till 10 or 11 o'clock at night. 


Even when he goes to bed his secretary's duties are not over 


The General is a martyr to insomnia, and the secretary frequently 
attends him with a notebook in the night. 


General Booth's patron saint is John Wesley, and he has an 


admiration for the dominating Napoleon. He gives advice impar- 
tially on cooking, clothing and the rearing of children, and is said 
to have selected husbands and wives for persons who have been

Christianized Orientals Help Her to 


Escape From Highbinder 


Captors. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 19.—Decoyed from San Francisco 


by agents of a slave syndicate, Chay Wang, a Chinese girl, was 
saved from a life of shame in this city through the aid of several 
Christianized Chinamen. 


She disappeared from the Girls' Home at San Francisco two 


months ago.

OMAR AND THE LADY. 


""While I don't agree with Omar's 


conclusions, or rather his lack of con- 
clusions, 
I 
appreciate 
his 
earnest 


struggle against what he knows to be 
false, and for what his spirit craves 
to be true. His struggle between doubt 
and belief Is common to every thought- 
ful human soul, but. happy and blessed 
Is the man who can conquer doubt and 
ftnd peace in God. 


"Omar in falling to overcome his 


doubts leaves us with a feeling that 
his soul Is still struggling for 
that 


which Is better than he knows. He is 
such a complex man, having the phy- 
sical desires, a love of life and all. Its . 
material joys, and also having a spirit I 
that longs for something higher, surer, 
and more permanent than the fleeting 
pleasures of life. 
"His two natures are so evenly bal- 


anced that It Is hard for him to choose 
between the two. In Ms conclusion he 
is still in the balance. He Is neither 
conquered nor conqueror. 
His great 


trouble 
was 
his 
love for physical 


things. 


OTHERS' KINDNESS. 


"Through the kindness and generos- 


ity of two of our California poets, Joa- 
quln Miller and George Sterling, I was 
able to carry on my work more effec- 
tually than I had dared to hope. 
" 'The thoughtful soul to solitude re- 


tires,' reminded me of George Sterling. 
I had seen a review of the 'Testimony 
of the Suns,' and I came to the conclu- 
sion that he would have the tempera- 


soul retiring to the solitudes.' He Is 
the thin, nervous type of the aesthetic, 
with rugged strength as well as love, 
sympathy and intellectual insight. He 
is often compared with Dante. He haa 
a sensitiveness and a fineness rarely 
seen in a man's face. I was helped by 
Miss Blanch Gumming to secure this 
model. 


POET MILLER'S AID. 


"Joaquln Miller suggested to me the 


old Persian poet. When I went to him 
I found him willing and glad to help 
me on with my worjc. He gave much 
of his valuable time to an object, tho 
success of which was very doubtful. 


"It showed his sympathy with one 


struggling to attain success in a new 
and doubtful field. 
Hia time might 
have been wasted for all he knew, but 
he gave It ungrudgingly and unques- 
tioningly, and never even asked to see 
the pictures after they were made. His 
only thought was to help me on In ac- 
complishing what I had set out to do. 
He probably thought it was a most 
hopeless and foolish undertaking, but 
he was big enough and sympathetic 
enough to recognize 
and 
appreciate 
the endeavor, regardless of the result. 
He took the long journey from 
the 


heights back of Oakland to my studio 
In San Francisco many times for the 
purpose of posing for me. 


READ HISTORY. 


"I read up a good deal of Persian 


history, religion, and tried to under- 
stand the Oriental manner of reason- 
Ing and expression. I wanted to ent- 
er Into the spirit of their religious 
thoughts. I read all I 
could flnd, 


which was very little, as there is not 
very much literature on this subject." 


NEW
